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ARCHITECTS IN CARDIFF 


HE Welsh are known for the warmth of their welcome—and not at 

Cardiff Arms Park only; members of the British Architects’ Conference, 
who descend on the Welsh capital city on Wednesday next, will find that tradi- 
tion holds good. This Conference should be a profitable one: * Architectural 
Management ’ is the subject for discussion, and could hardly be more apposite. 
Members will have the chance also to see something of Wales and of its 
historical and new building. Some of the new is shown in this issue, and more 
will appear in our issue for June 19 when the proceedings will be reported. 
It will be surprising if visitors leave Cardiff and South Wales without feeling 
that there has beer not only a renaissance of architecture and planning in 
the Principality but a resurgence in the industrial field. 


ARCHITECTS AND THE CHURCH 


T must be regarded as a very encouraging sign for the future of ecclesiastical 
architecture that this subject, so important in the whole historical survey 

of the art of architecture, should have been considered by an international 
conference of twenty-eight architects from eleven countries, and the views 
expressed at the conference, as reported in this issue, are most stimulating, 
and give cause for hope that the future of ecclesiastical architecture is beginning 
to be more assured and free from purely stylistic considerations. 

It is difficult in a short review to select the more important questions 
covered in the report for comment, but there are two paragraphs which might 
be picked out, the first being the short one which points out the necessity ‘ for 
the Church to take account of the needs of modern society through the use of 
community centres, the house church and the chapel in industrial centres,’ 
and the last paragraph referring to the urgency for unity within the Church, 
and the pruning of unessential differences. 

In this connection, it would probably be of interest to most students of 
ecclesiastical architecture to read and study the maps and illustrations of 
the stimulating book, published last year, entitled ‘ Atlas of the Early Christian 
World,” by two distinguished professors of the University of Nijmegen, trans- 
lated into English and published by Nelson. A study of this book, taken in 
conjunction with the increasing interest throughout Europe in what is known 
as the ‘ Liturgical Movement,’ seems to be bringing about not only a consider- 
able amount of unity amongst Christians of many different churches but 
giving the possibility of an entirely new conception of church planning. This, 
taken in conjunction with the potentialities of modern construction, and in 
particular shell concrete, is already beginning to bring about what may be 
described as the development of a living ecclesiastical style of architecture, 
as compared with purely archeological or imitative revivals. 

The raison d'etre of any church building must, so one thinks, of necessity 
centre round the two great sacraments of Baptism and Holy Communion, and 
both font, and Altar or Holy Table, must be given positions of so central a 
nature that the congregation can be gathered round these symbols of their 
faith, rather than that both Altar and font should be at opposite ends of a long 
narrow building, often enclosed by screens. 

An altar right in the centre of a church, surrounded by a Communion rail. 
with the congregation on three sides and the seats for the choir and clergy 
on the fourth side, is by no means an outrageously revolutionary conception, 
but is really a return to the ancient basilican plan of a church, and gives 
expression (as Monsignor Wagner, of the Trier Liturgical Institute, has put it) 
to a democratic arrangement of church planning. 

In the Orthodox Church of Greece, the Altar is always known as the Holy 
Table, and although of stone or marble, it is always designed as a table, and 
in the Liturgical movement, the Holy Table once again stands free, often 
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without anything on it, not even candlesticks, with the celebrating priest 
standing behind facing the congregation, thus returning to an Early Christian 
form of worship, and in doing so, bringing about a certain amount of unity 
between various Christians, as widely separated as the Anglican Communion, 
the Roman Catholic Church, and Christians of a number of Non-conformist 


Churches. 


It is in this connection that the last paragraph of the report seems to be 


of such great importance. 





Notes of the Week 


Gold Medal Night 


N® for long enough has there been 
an evening more scintillating than 
the occasion, last week, of the presenta- 
tion of the Royal Gold Medal to Ludwig 
Mies van der Rohe. The Henry Jarvis 
lecture hall at the RIBA was bursting at 
the seams with the press of members and 
students who had come to see the Ameri- 
can architect receive the award at the 
President’s hands, and if the evening 
became a little charged with emotion, that 
is understandable; rarely can there have 
been a recipient of what the President 
described, as ‘the highest honour archi- 
tecture in Britain has to pay’ who was 
more obviously astonished and moved at 
the warmth of the reception accorded 
him. 

Rarely also can there have been better 
tributes paid to a Gold Medallist. The 
five speakers—Sir William Holford, 
Lionel Brett, J. M. Richards, Richard 
Llewelyn Davies and Peter Chamberlin 
—managed (and without any previous 
cross-reference) the near impossible task 
of avoiding duplica- 
tion of thought and 
expression; in_ its 
way, that was the 
highest tribute to 
van der Rohe that 
could be paid. The 
recipient himself lis- 
tened intently (his 
command of English . 
is Surprisingly 
modest considering 
the length of his resi- 
dence in USA) and 
smiled broadly when 
Mr. Brett suggested 
that, should he want 
a monument, he had 
on'y to look around 
—whether in Lon- 
don or Berlin or in 
New York—at the 
cheap and  some- 
times nasty versions 
of the glass walls 
that he had been 
dreaming of in the 
‘twenties and 
‘thirties. It is always 
the fate of the inno- 
vator to find himself 
followed by the pla- 
giarist. Certainly 
there is much, per- 
haps too much, Mie- 
sian imitation about, 
for the most part 
without the spirit, 
but that is something

that can hardly be laid at the Gold Medal- 
list’s door. 
* * * 

Mr. PETER CHAMBERLIN, who brought 
up the rear of the phalanx of speakers, 
told several good stories, notably that of 
the art critic who, having heard van der 
Rohe’s well-known phrase that, architec- 
turally, ‘ less is more ’ remarked, on seeing 
the Seagram building, that he had never 
seen more of less. The contributions by 
the five speakers set the stage very well 
for the Gold Medallist himself who, 
greeted by an ovation which clearly took 
him by surprise, spoke simply and 
earnestly in response. His words (reported 
in full on page 1004) may not have been 
heard by all in the room, but there was 
no mistaking that he was profoundly 
moved. His definition that architecture 
‘is the expression of the inner structure 
of our epoch and the slow unfolding of 
its soul’ is as simple as the outward form 
of his own buildings, and may be as pro- 
found.

Nor FOR THE FIRST TIME, the Royal

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sentation could have point added to them 
were they themselves preceded by the 
showing of illustrations of some of the 
recipient’s principal buildings on the 
screen. Photographs are, of course, on 
view but not everyone gets to the meet- 
ing in time to see them; the work of few 
architects is so well remembered that it 
cannot with advantage be seen again; as 
for that of the really great ones, one can- 
not see it too often. Perhaps the RIBA 
public relations committee will note! 


The Open Road 


Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister of 
Transport and Civil Aviation, has been 
given a foretaste of the pleasures in store 
for us all when the motorways are finally 
open. On Monday his diplomatically 
blue-painted Land-Rover led a convoy of 
journalists and photographers along the 
southern section of the London-to-Birm- 
ingham Motorway, from the junction with 
the A5 to a point near Woburn Abbey. 

The motorway has left behind a scar 
on the countryside stage, and quite long 
stretches are virtually complete, in fact a 
company director’s Jaguar is reputed to 
have reached 115 mph along one of these. 
Two types of construction and surface 
finish were seen: the St. Alban’s By-pass 
in reinforced concrete looked more 
impressive in its wide white sweevs than 
did the black asphalt laid on a dry lean 
concrete base which makes up the major 
section of the road. Which is the more 
suitable remains to be seen, but the 
Ministry is encouraging as many different 
types of construction as is practicable in 
order to obtain useful comvarisons. The 
numerous bridges are mostly disavvoint- 
ing, those designed by the consultants par- 
ticularly so. They are heavy, awkwardly 
detailed, and might have been considered 
modern in 1930. No one doubts their 
structural soundness, but they point to a 
need for more xsthetic consideration in 
this stage at least of motorway design. 
Could architects provide it? : : 


Centenary of Big Ben 

A CEREMONY to mark the centenary of 
Big Ben was held in New Palace Yard on 
June 3. The Sneaker presented a wooden 
replica of a commemorative inscrintion 
to the Minister of Works. the Rt. Hon. 
Hugh Molson, MP. The _ inscrintion, 
recording the centenary, will ultimately be 
carved in a panel on the north face of the 
clock tower. seen from Bridge-street. 

An exhibition, consisting of drawings, 
documents and working and static models 
has been arranged to vortray the main 
events with which Big Ben has been asso- 
ciated during its first 100 vears. The 
exhibition, held in the Jewel Tower. will 
be open for the remainder of the summer.

Some Reflections on its History 


and Structure 


By Dr. T. ALWYN LLOYD, FRIBA, FSA 


T° those who have had no previous 
knowledge of Cardiff a visit may dis- 
close some surprises. In many respects 
unlike the other large towns and the sea- 
ports of Britain, this City possesses certain 
distinctive characteristics. They include 
the far-famed civic centre, known as 
Cathays Park, with its fine collection of 
public buildings, and the survival of the 
Castle and the surrounding open space 
right in the centre of the City. Another 
feature is that the docks and the heavy 
industrial quarters are well away from the 
centre, so that one does not see that exces- 
sive intermingling of ‘use zones’ around 
the centre which is so familiar a sight in 
other large towns. 

Equally striking has been the pheno- 
menal rate of growth in Cardiff. At the 
beginning of the 19th century, it was a 
very small town with a population of 
about 1,500; by 1861 this had increased to 
33,000, and by the end of the century, the 
population was 164,000. Today's inhabi- 
tants number over 250,000. 

One hundred and fifty years ago, the 
little community lived within the old pro- 
tective walls, but it was an historic county 
town, having been since Norman times 


the headquarters of the lordship of 
Glamorgan. These lords of the Castle 
included notable feudal families, who 


‘

exercised power and authority over a 
great part of South Wales. The founda- 
tions of the Castle date from the Roman 
period, and parts of the original walls can 
still be seen in conjunction with the 
medieval remains, Until some 40 years 
ago, when Duke-street was widened, it 
was a narrow lane, buildings on the Castle 
side completely concealing that part of 
the ancient walls and towers. When 
these buildings were swept away, the 
Roman, medieval and later structures 
were exposed to view, and today the 
whole extent of the Castle and Park 
enclosure can be viewed, the former 
dominating the busy scene in the middle 
of Cardiff. 
Enter the Bute Family 


It was the 2nd Marquis of Bute, whose 
family by marriage had become owners 
of the Castle, who had the energy and 
foresight to build the first Dock in 1839, 
risking his personal fortune on that enter- 
prise, which was quickly followed by the 
opening of the Taff Vale railway. This 
family association of the Bute (as they 
were always known locally) with the 
Docks and their extensions continued 
until they were acquired by the old G.W. 


Railway Company in 1921. The Bute 
interests in land, minerals and other 
undertakings were 


sold to a large pro- 
perty owning com- 
pany in 1938, though 
they continued in 
occupation of the 
Castle for another 10 
years, by which time 
t h is remarkable 
asset, comprising 
also some 200 acres 
of open ground, was 
handed over to the 
public. 

The segregation of 
the docks, wharves, 
railway sidings, steel- 
works and flour mills 
from the civic and 
commercial func- 
tions of the city has 
had marked effects 
on the subsequent 
development of Car- 
diff. At one time, the 
separation had 
almost resulted in 
two communities 
that of the docks 
and the town, with 
some element of mis- 
understanding and 
competition between 
them, but that day is 
long past. In the city 
one rather misses the 
sense of being on the 
seaboard. Unfor- 
tunately, because of 
the decline in coal 
shipping and __ the 


it 
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changes in other respects, Cardiff Docks 
are not what they used to be, and 
serious concern is felt about their future. 
This again has meant less emphasis being 
placed on that aspect of Cardiff’s func- 
tions. The operations elsewhere have 
become busier. More and more light 
industries and distributive trades have 
come to Cardiff; these have been of great 
value within recent years, to supplement 
the employment opportunities at the steel- 
works, the flour mills, timber yards and 
heavy industry. The new Government 
Offices and Welsh Departments, together 
with educational and administrative addi- 
tions, have all helped to increase Cardiff's 
importance. The city is fortunate in its 
general sense of order and cleanliness, 
with wide streets, and absence of slums 
and overcrowded by-ways, such as one 
finds in so many of the older urban 
centres. The fact that it grew so rapidly 
last century, when conditions of planning 
and building, although by no means ideal, 
were an improvement on those of pre- 
vious generations, is largely responsible 
for this. 

Another item of note is that there is 
very little Georgian or earlier building in 
Cardiff. Its main period of growth coin- 
cided with Victorian architecture (and 
sometimes caricatures of this), and the 
Gothic revival. Because of the Bute influ- 
ence and the time of development, there 
is a considerable amount of Scottish 
Baronial and later 19th century Gothi- 
cised types to be seen in the central streets 
and in the inner suburbs. My old friend 
Patrick Abercrombie used to refer to it 
as a ‘city of semi-detached offices.” This 
resulted from conversion within quite 
recent years of the 19th century pairs of 
houses to offices and shops. Right up to 
1914, it was largely a stone-built town, 
either of terraces or semi-detached types, 
built in grey Pennant stone, with Bath- 
stone bays and dressings. The latter were 
indeed looked upon as the acmé of respec- 
tability in the residential districts! Brick 
facades have only become general within 
the last 40 years. 

The standard of domestic building here 
between the wars, as in so many other 
towns, left much to be desired; neither 
Council houses, nor speculative building 
during that time were up to even mediocre 
standards. Since 1945, Council housing 
has been greatly improved, and in that 
respect the modern Cardiff compares 
reasonably well with most other towns. 


The Civic Centre 

The Civic Centre in Cathays Park is. 
of course, by now well known; bearing in 
mind how it all happened, and the some- 
what haphazard manner in which the lay- 
out was achieved, it is unusually attrac- 
tive. The site formed part of the Castle 
estate, with well established tree-lined 
avenues, greensward and unencumbered 
canal basins. When Cathays Park was 
acquired by the Council some 60 years 
ago, the price was considered to be very 
high, and the voting in favour of it was 
only by a slight majority. By now, every- 
one is convinced that it was the best thing 
Cardiff ever did, and despite the opposi- 
tion from certain circles at that time. 
credit is now widely claimed for the fore- 
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‘The Criterion ’ 


sight and enterprise of the then civic 
authorities. The design of the individual 
buildings of national, regional and local 
significance resulted principally from pub- 
lic architectural competition, and the 
grouping was much helped by the natural 
surroundings and the spacious sites avail- 
able. They include the National Museum 
of Wales (Dunbar Smith and Brewer), the 
University College of South Wales (W. D. 
Carée), the University of Wales Registry 
(Wills and Anderson and additions by T. 
Alwyn Lloyd), the Government buildings 
of the Welsh Departments (HMOW), the 
Glamorgan County Hall (E. Vincent 
Harris, with extensions by Sir Percy 
Thomas), the City Hall and the Law 
Courts (Lanchester and Rickards), and 
the Temple of Peace and Health and the 
Welsh College of Advanced Technology 
(Sir Percy Thomas, including the large 
separate extension now proceeding). 

Criticism of matters of detail could well 
be made on Cathays Park layout. The 
roads at the front of the Park were too 
wide for comfort and for easy traffic 
flow. Quite recently, as some relief, a 
new scheme has been put into effect for 
dividing up the previously incongruous 
space in front of the earlier buildings into 
properly planned traffic lanes, lay-bys and 
greens. 

Another noticeable thing is_ that 
because of discrepancy in the level of 
some roads, a few of the earlier buildings 
appear too low in elevation. There is 
practically no land left in the Civic Centre 
for further use. Indeed, quite recently 
extensions of the City Hall and County 
Hall have had to be arranged on other 
sites on the fringes of the Park. Opposite 
these blocks is a vacant site, on which 
reports indicate that a new hotel and 
multi-storey car park may be erected. 
Land has been reserved at the top of 
Cathays Park for further Government 
Offices and, on the only remaining open 
site on the east side, the University Col- 
lege are to put up a large new block. 

From what has already been said, the

important position 
and rdéle of the 
Castle in the history 
of Cardiff will be 
realised. Additional 
emphasis has _ been 
given to it in the 
post-war period, dur- 
ing which the Sth 
Marquis of Bute 
presented to the pub- 
lic the Castle and the 
surrounding _ park- 
lands on each side of 
the River Taff, sub- 
ject to a few reason- 
able safeguards. 


Restoration 

The modern 
toration of the 
Castle was com- 
menced 90-100 years 
ago when William 
Burges was retained 
as architect; inciden- 
tally, he also 
restored in a most 
picturesque fashion 
Castell Coch, a few miles from the City, 
which was in the same ownership. 

The bold and intriguing towers, lavish 
use of colour decoration, and Burges’ skill 
in the exploitation of Gothic detail have 
given distinction to the whole of the 
scheme of restoration, and to the respec- 
tive apartments. Another of Burges’ 
buildings well worth a visit is a large 
house in Park-place, built for 
McConachie, the then Agent to the Estate, 
which is now the offices of the Cardiff 
RDC. After Burges, other architects 
such as Eden Nesfield and Godwin con- 
tinued to work at the Castle. In an earlier 
age ‘Capability Brown’ is understood to 
have been responsible for some of the 


res-

landscaping in the Castle Grounds. 

Having referred to the gift for public 
use of this Castle, it is fitting that 
reference should be made to another 
Castle at St. Fagans on the outskirts of 
Cardiff, which was given to the National 
Museum of Wales about the same time. 
This Elizabethan Manor House and its 
lovely gardens and surrounding grounds 
has become the Welsh Folk Museum, 
modelled on Scandinavian example, and 
the only one of its kind in the British Isles. 
Besides the furniture, costumes, pictures 
and other objects on view in St. Fagans 
Castle, old cottages and farmhouses, a 
Welsh mill and a chapel, representative of 
the several regions in Wales, have been 
re-erected in the grounds, and other build- 
ings will be brought there later. 

To architects, one of the most signifi- 
cant local announcements is that there is 
to be a public competition for the design 
of the new Teaching Hospital at Gabalfa, 
a couple of miles from the Civic Centre. 
The conference gives intending competi- 
tors an opportunity of inspecting the site. 

The fine Perpendicular church of St. 
John, with its dominating tower, is a fami- 
liar landmark among Cardiff's main 
streets. Llandaff, and its ancient 
Cathedral (one of the oldest ecclesiastical 
foundations in Britain) is now an inner 
suburb. The recent restoration, by Mr. 
George Pace, after severe bombing in the 
last war has been a notable event, includ- 
ing the new Regimental Chapel and much 
discussed Epstein’s ‘ Majestas’ figure 
above the reinforced concrete nave arches. 

The British Architects’ Conference met 
on a former occasion in Cardiff 37 years 
ago, when it was a much smaller and less 
organised affair. I think those who 
attended then, myself included, carried 
away the happiest memories of the meet- 
ing. Let us hope that history will again 
repeat itself.

DESIGNED IN 1954 AS A STEEL-FRAME STRUCTURE THE HOUSE (DUE TO 
uncertainty of steel delivery) was replaced as to frame by a complex 
of brick load-bearing walls and steel lintols with wood inframing. It 
was built by the architect with his own hands with the help of nominated 
suppliers ‘ whose patience with me,’ says Mr. Rhys-Davies, * was Jobish.’ 
In view of the exposed site, and the extent of cantilevering of the upper 
level, interaction of floor and roof was considered essential, and loads 
are transmitted in both directions through framed walls and partitions. 
Much attention has been paid to insulation, exfoliated vermiculite being 
blown into joist spaces where floors are suspended over open areas. 
Where external walls are framed, they include aluminium foil, 1 in. 
fibreglass and internal facing of 2 in. Stramit slabs or ? in. clear boarding. 
The roof joists support Stramit slabs, foil and built-up roofing with 
granite chip finish. Heating is by two high output stoves.

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CWMBRAN NEW TOWN 


An Outline of Progress to Date 


From a Special Correspondent 


Lb trace the reason for siting a new town 
at Cwmbran one has to look back to the 
inter-war years of economic depression. 
The full impact of this was felt at Cwmbran, 
and for some time considerably more than 
half of the insured population was registered 
as unemployed, but the situation here was 
typical of South Wales as a whole and 
financial inducements were given by 
Government to industrialists willing to 
bring new industries into the area. Since 
other towns in the area were unable for 
mainly topographical reasons to provide 
sites for large scale industry, some large 
industrial projects were sited in Cwmbran 
and adjacent areas where admirable indus- 
trial sites were available, but little or no 
housing and other social facilities existed. 


Hence although these industries mitigated 
the unemployment position they did, par- 
ticularly as the traditional heavy industries 
revived, create a serious journey-to-work 
problem, the solving of which is one of 
the main objects of the New Town. 

Tue Sire: The area designated occupies 
the wide slopes of the lower Afon Lwyd 
valley. The river runs in a series of loops 
and bends in a north-south direction and is 
fringed by broad flat riverside pasture. The 
sides of the valley rise in gentle slopes on the 
east and in sharper slopes on the west, the 
contours varying from 125 ft. at the south- 
east to 600 ft. along the north-west 
boundary (the feeling of being in a valley 
is most pronounced on the site). Inci- 
dentally the western boundary of the

designated area follows almost exactly the 
limits of the South Wales coalfield so no 
problems of subsidence or sterilisation of 
coal supplies arise.

As will be seen from the Master Plan 
diagram, a series of residential areas cluster 
as Closely as the topography allows round 
the town centre. Each residential area is 
conceived as a relatively self-contained 
neighbourhood with its own primary 
school, shopping centre, community facil- 
ities, public house, etc. These neighbour- 
hoods lie on the valley sides and the 
broken nature of the ground emphasises 
the individuality of each unit and has 
assisted an endeavour to give each a 
character of its own. The levels of the area, 
although sometimes the despair of the 
planners, have in the ultimate, given 
Cwmbran such individuality as it possesses. 

The town centre lies on the flat alluvial 
plain of the valley bottom between the two 
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railways and skirted by some of the existing 
industry the town was built to serve. Large 
areas are reserved for all types of open 
area recreation and the sites for secondary 
education include a large ‘campus’ site 
which links up with a riverside park and 
drives a wedge between the two eastern 
neighbourhoods. The road pattern is 
simple and is aimed at providing good and 
direct links between the trunk road and the 
town centre and industrial areas with 
further links from these to the residential 
areas. 
The Residential Areas 

These in the main have been planned on 
the basis of neighbourhoods, and in 
Cwmbran the physical barriers have done 
much to create these separate residential 
areas within which strong social cohesions 
are developing. At present, probably due 
to the fact that the town centre does not yet 
constitute a ‘draw,’ consciousness of 
neighbourhood is rather strong ; one lives 
in say, Croesyceiliog rather than Cwmbran. 
But this is a passing phase ; neighbourhood 
facilities are too narrow for a full life and as 
a wider range of facilities becomes available 
emphasis will shift to the town centre. 

Within the neighbourhoods, planning 
has revolved round the related problems 
of internal and external communications, 
breaking the area down into coherent 
groups of dwellings and the convenient 
siting of shopping centre, primary school 
and children’s playgrounds. In the housing 
group it is considered that the motorist 
takes second place to the pedestrian and 
many dwellings rely on footpath access, 
garages being grouped generally in nearby 
cul-de-sacs. 

It has been the aim of the Corporation 
to provide sufficiently varied house types 
and layouts to give the individual, with his 
economic circumstances in mind, some 
choice of site, room layout, house size, etc. 
Over 3,500 dwellings have been built to 
date, most of them two-storey houses, but 
a proportion of flats of varying types has 
been built which adds to both the variety 
of appearance and accommodation. Gen- 
erally a housing group of, say, 50-150

dwellings has been 
handled as one design 
unit. 

In all layouts the 
natura] amenities of 
the site have been 
studied and care 
taken during design 
and construction to 
preserve trees, hedge- 
rows and attractive 
views. Of interest, 
from the viewpoint 
of urban design, are 
the residential areas 
flanking the town 
centre to the north 
and south. The area 
to the north is now ‘ 
nearing completion , a 
and it is thought that 
the pattern of tight, 
almost continuous two-storey terrace hous- 
ing pierced by a pedestrian way which, 
running under and among high flat and 
maisonette blocks, terminates in the town 
centre, may contribute something to mod- 
ern urban design. 


Shopping Centres 


The sizes of the neighbourhood shopping 
centres are limited because in a town the 
size of Cwmbran distances to the town 
centre are short, and this smallness is re- 
flected in an intimate architectural treat- 
ment. The shops are single-storeyed 
contrasting often with nearby 3- and 4- 
storey flat blocks, and here there may have 
been developed a vernacular of single- 
storey shop design. These centres are 
generally sited near the primary schools, a 
relationship with advantages to mothers 
with young families. When completed 
they will include a small hall, public house, 
public lavatories, etc. and in some cases a 
health centre or clinic. 


Town Centre 


The design and timing of construction of 
the town centre takes account of the 
peculiar problems of Cwmbran. First, was 
the geographical position of Cwmbran

about halfway between Newport and 
Pontypool, both established shopping 
centres ; second, was the sheer physical 
difficulty of getting the bulk of the public 
to the shopping centre from the residential 
areas over such obstacles as railways and 
rivers; and third, there was the com- 
petition from the existing shopping centres 
in Cwmbran and Pontnewydd. The 
solution to these problems was a shopping 
centre proving an attraction in its own 
right, easy to get to and safe and comfort- 
able for the shopper. The construction of 
new roads and a series of bridges is solving 
the difficulty of access to the town centre. 

To make the centre attractive there 
seemed three possibilities of improvement 
over the existing centres. These were 
arrangements enabling one to shop free 
from traffic hazards, protected from our 
very wet climate, and provided with ade- 
quate facilities for the motorist to park with 
ease and in close proximity to the shops. 

By mixing these elements the now 
generally accepted principle has been 
arrived at of a mainly pedestrian shopping 
centre surrounded by car parks. Pro- 
jecting into the pedestrian core is the bus 
station which will be linked to the shops 
by continuous canopies. The first building

to be completed in the town centre was the 
Post Office—urgently needed for its sorting 
facilities—and now the first shop and office 
block contract is under construction im- 
mediately south of the town centre housing 
area. A portion of this block will be four 
storeys high, faced in marble and handmade 
brick, and should have considerable impact 
on its surroundings. 

West and south of the shops are to be 
civic and cultural buildings set in small 
urban landscaped areas. 


Industry 


The town centre is separated from one 
of the existing industrial areas by a land- 
scaped strip on the east side of Saint 
Davids-way, the main north-south access 
road. This industry is clean and produces 
little fumes or smoke and the relationship 
seems quite a happy one, simplifying trans- 
port problems considerably, and probably 
providing a lunch-time trade for the shops. 

The other industries are undisturbed 
by the plan and some have expanded since 
the Corporation started work. All have 
reaped the benefit of having some of their 
workers housed in modern pleasant sur- 
roundings and in being served by the new 
road system. Areas have been allocated 
for new industry and service industry and 
a modern bakery and a milk distribution

Social Facilities 


The provision of 
schools and other 
educational facilities 
is the responsibility of 
the Monmouthshire 
County Council, and 
already five new 
primary schools and 
two new secondary 
schools have been 
built. A grammar 
school and a second- 
ary modern school 
are under construc- 
tion. Sites have been 
reserved for a College 
of Further Education in the town centre 
and for other schools which will be 
required in time. 

The pattern of social facilities will 
probably take two forms, first, a series of 
small halls for local events and second, 
community colleges based on secondary 
school sites. The latter provision is 
modelled on the village colleges of Cam- 
bridgeshire, and the Monmouthshire Edu- 
cation Authority is concentrating for the 
present on this type of provision leaving the 
small halls or tenants’ common rooms to 
local associations. At Croesyceiliog the 
community college is already using a wing 
designed specially and added to the school 
buildings. This contains common rooms, 
kitchen, etc., but the college also uses the 
school craft rooms and hall in out-of- 
school hours. 

Sites for additional churches, chapels and 
other religious buildings are set aside and 
several denominations have already ear- 
marked their sites. 


Recreation 


Although the actual development of play 
areas and parks is primarily a local govern- 
ment responsibility, a comprehensive pat- 
tern of open space for all types of open air 
recreation has been planned and is, by the 
joint efforts of both Corporation and the 
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local authorities concerned, coming into 
being. In addition the larger industrial 
concerns are providing new or extended 
sports grounds for their staff. The 
facilities planned include such diverse ele- 
ments as small areas for children’s play sited 
near their homes, * kick-about’ areas for 
adolescents and small formal parks. Per- 
haps the most important recreational 


features are the town sports ground being 
constructed by Cwmbran Urban District 
Council on old clay pits and now partly in 
use, and a landscaped strip of parkland and 
playing field comprising approximately 
200 acres alongside the Afon Lwyd. 


Conclusion 


Those Conference members who take 
in the New Town on the tour arranged 
for them will find it of considerable 
interest. The view from the ridge to the 
north of the development on a clear day 
is magnificent and a full appreciation of 
the contours which give the town a special 
quality is gained. 

The planning, design and building of 
Cwmbran is a most stimulating task. It is 
hoped that when completed it will be a 
happy, friendly and pleasing example of 
what a modern small industrial town can 
be. Although this article is predominantly 
architectural in outlook, it must be empha- 
sised that the results achieved have been 
due to teamwork by architects, engineers 
and other professions.

fhe VARIETY OF WORK BEING EXECUTED IN WALES 
is shown by the illustrations on this page. 
Mr. S. Colwyn Foulkes’s village at Pentre Maelor, 
Wrexham, wholly delightful, is an example of the 
principle advanced by the late Sir Charles Reilly of 
grouping houses round a clover-leaf village green. 
The Crown Building at Haverfordwest occupies a site 
overlooking the old town. Curtain walling is relieved 
by the use of local stone as plinth and sidewalls to 
main entrance.

ward block | to house 96 patients, and stage I of nurses’ 
home to house some 97 nurses, sisters and domestic staff. 
The stage I! development will consist of ward block 2, 
out-patients, cusualty, pathological and public health 
departments and the catering block. Stage III will 
probably consist of the third ward block and the main spine 
of the hospital, i.e., the curved portion between the wards 
and the out-patients department. 

Owing to water pressure, it was necessary to install very 
large tanks at high level, and in order to avoid making 
rather an unsightly feature of these Braithwaite tanks, 
they were combined with a lhght structure housing the 
main boiler stack in the tower feature of the central boiler 
house. In order to keep down cost to a minimum, this 
tower is clad with a standard asbestos sheet. The ward 
block and nurses’ home are constructed with a pre-cast, 
pre-stressed concrete frame which proved extremely rapid 
in construction and very effective in the modular plan that 
was adopted for the whole hospital.

Healing Stone. The fire had destroyed the roofs 
and the furnishings and had so severely calcined 
the stonework of the piers, arches and window 
tracery that demolition was unavoidable. 


For rebuilding there were two main possi- 
bilities : to keep the tower and build on to it an 
entirely new and contemporary church or to build 
a church incorporating the little damaged parts 
of the old church and using these in a design, 
which, whilst creative, had an affinity with the 
previous church. The latter course was adopted. 
The exterior deviates only slightly from the 
previous church ; the main differences being in 
the roof and the windows. 

Internally the design has been made to revolve 
around the High Altar. Before the fire the 
arrangement of the piers and arches of the nave 
and the unusual arches of a chancel, wider than 
the nave, had given a highly individual character 
to the interior. The present arrangement repeats 
this but the detail is simplified. 

In the spirit of the local medieval type, 
the roofs of the nave, aisles and north chapel 
have been built with arch braced trussed 
rafters. Owing to the varying widths and the 
deviations of the centre lines of the various parts, 
the construction of the roofs was a difficult 
operation. The underside has been ceiled to 
form waggon vaults. In the chancel the oak roof 
timbers have been left exposed, so that in effect 
the chancel is higher than any other part of the 
church. Over the irregular plan shape of the 
south chapel a series of plaster barrel vaults have 
been formed. 
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The windows nave been glazed in clear glass arranged in 
carefully designed patterns. This has brought light into 
the church and allows the decorative effect of the trees and 
sky to have full effect. 

The roofs are covered with hand made sandface tiles 
from Reading and are carried on oak timbers from central 
Europe. The roof is insulated against heat loss and the 
penetration of snow. The new internal walls and arches 
are of brick; additions and repairs to stone walls are in red 
wilderness stone with special mortar in the joints. For the 
window tracery and the internal stonework a Bath stone 
has been used. All internal walls are plastered with a 
rough finish. The flooring is partly red Wilderness stones 
in which old ledger stones have been re-used and partly 
panga panga wood blocks all laid on a special sub-floor 
in which is buried the heating system. The electrical 
installation is carried out in ‘ Pyrotenax.’ 

With the exception of the lectern and priest’s stall all the 
furniture and fittings have been designed as part and parcel 
of the church. The High Altar is of brown Hornton stone 
and carries a silver cross and two candlesticks. The altar 
rails are of oak. In the north chapel the altar frontal is in 
blue and gold Lyndley fabric, the candlesticks are adapted 
from those rescued from the fire and the silver altar cross 
was designed to go with them. The pulpit is partly oak 
and partly red Wilderness stone and the pews and doors are 
also of oak. The organ is unusual in not having any 
visible pipes and the case is of pine painted and gilded. 
The font is of brown Hornton stone with an oak cover.

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The first major building to be erected was the Water 
Gas Plant, housing equipment for the stand-by manufac- 
ture of gas, and the building was designed in such a way 
that it could be extended later, if necessary. Aluminium 
was considered to be the most satisfactory cladding and 
great care was taken to prevent direct contact between the 
aluminium and the steel framework, so avoiding electro- 
lytic action. 

The second major building to be constructed was the 
Compressor House and in order to provide freedom for 
the running in and. out of the gas mains and to ensure 
natural ventilation, the open mesh operation floor was 
placed above continuous ventilators, and removable 
panels (for pipe entry) were provided at ground level. The 
roof was constructed so that no pockets of gas could 
collect and so that it could be vented quickly at a high 
level by vertically pivoted windows that can be opened 
rapidly from the ground level, either inside or outside the 
building. In addition, normal roof ventilators are provided 
at the highest points. 

Other buildings on the site include offices, laboratories, 
workshops, stores, welfare hall, two houses, weighbridge 
house, showroom, meter booster and governor houses and 
a ‘ Gastechnik ’ purifying plant is now under consideration.

INDUSTRIAL ARCHITECTURE IN WALES 


Post-War Advances in Planning and Design 
By NORMAN P. THOMAS, DipArch, ARIBA 


[ 4BGetY due to the post-war factory 
programme, Wales has probably shown 
a greater advance in industrial architecture 
than any other part of the United Kingdom. 
Prior to the war there were practically no 
modern industrial buildings in Wales ; the 
buildings of the steel and iron works, tin- 
plate works, etc., being mostly of light stee! 
with corrugated sheet construction, could 
have little claim to architectural merit ! 


The great demand for coal after the 
Industrial Revolution, the development of 
the iron works, and a complete lack of 
planning have culminated in leaving drab 
rows of pennant stone terrace cottages, 
stark but functional pit-head winding gear, 
neo-Georgian engine houses (which are 
often to be confused with chapels) and 
great stone and slate cathedral-like struct- 
ures produced for the early ironmasters. 

The opening up of communications 
which followed upon the industrialisation 
of large areas of Wales saw the beginning 
of some extremely fine engineering work in 
roads, rail bridges and viaducts spanning 
the valleys, the development of the docks, 
the towns and cities of Newport, Cardiff 
and Swansea to name but three, but it is 
true to say that it was not until the post- 
1945 period, that largely as a result of their 
investigations in the Americas and else- 
where industrialists began to turn to the 
architect for advice in design and planning. 

It must be said, then, that to these en- 
lightened patrons, and to many Govern- 
ment departments and nationalised in- 
dustries, the architect is greatly indebted 
for such schemes as the Margam, Trostre 
and Velindre developments of the Steel 
Company of Wales; the Power Stations 
at Uskmouth, Carmarthen Bay, Rogerstone 
and Aberthaw ; the Gas Board develop- 
menis as at Aberavon; the factories of 
Enfield Cables at Brynmawr, British Nylon 
Spinners at Pontypool; and the far too 
numerous to mention factory estates and 
individual factories constructed under the 


control of the Wales and Monmouthshire 
Industrial Estates and other industries. 


Climate and Design 

Post-war industrial design in Wales has 
no strong local char- 
acter, but climatic 
and geological con- 
ditions have most 
certainly had a mark- 
ed effect on the 
majority of the suc- 
cessful designs. Of 
the climatic con- 
ditions which have 
constantly to be borne 
in mind, the fierce 
moisture-laden 
westerly winds and 
gales that affect all 
exposed areas in 
Wales is_ probably 
the most important. 
The difficulties of pro- 
viding adequate sup- 
port to any heavy 
structures present a 
problem occasioned 
by the poor bearing 
capacity of the ground 
in the coastal areas 
where much of the Welsh heavy industry is 
now located, and equally so on the poor 
ground in valleys and on high lands. To 
add to these difficulties one must not over- 
look the man-made problem caused by 
mining subsidence. 

In order to provide completely weather- 
proof structures, it has been necessary to 
clad these with a completely impervious 
skin such as galvanised sheet steel or with 
cavity brickwork in the case of the more 
permanent building works. Many build- 
ings where use has been made of solid walls 
either of concrete, stone or brick have 
proved to be costly failures, it being found 
that those providing sufficient insulation 
were often redundant in strength, and,

sidered, that the insulation properties were 
insufficient. In addition to this the con- 
struction proved to be bulky and inflexible 
to the adaptations and changes in internal 
plant requirements. To a great extent 
these difficulties have been overcome by 
light steel framing with sheet covering and 
an insulated lining or normal cavity wall 
which provides the necessary insulation and 
does, of course, reduce maintenance costs.

There have, of course, been other extremely 
effective solutions to the problem, using 
reinforced concrete as a frame or as a 
monolithic structure. 

The provision of adequate foundations 
for some of the large power stations in the 
coastal areas of Wales, for the vast mil} 
buildings of the Steel Company of Wales, 
with its continuous welded crane girders, 
and for many of the industrial buildings 
of the valleys which are subject 19 mining 
subsidence has provided problems to test 
the ingenuity of structural engineer and 
architect alike. The solutions have been 
found, many of which are now text-book 
examples for the reference of future 
generations. 

In this brief review of industrial archi- 
tecture in Wales, place must be found to 
refer to the work being done by the planners 
and landscape architects, this having the 
fullest support of the Government, local 
authorities and private enterprise. To 
mention but two of the schemes, the North 
Wales hydro-electric project and the very 
controversial developments at Milford 
Haven. The final results of these develop- 
ments have, of course, yet to be seen but 
whatever the outcome one has the know- 
ledge, at least, that most careful consider- 
ation will have been given by all the 
interests involved, and they will have re- 
ceived the best advice that the professions 
are able to provide. The landscaping to 
individual factory sites, encouraged but 
little by the industrialists until recent 
times, is another step forward in the right 
direction. It was, at one time, considered 
that industry produced its product and was 
not there to worry in any way about its 
effect on the beauty of its natural surround- 
ings. It is now accepted that it can do both 
without loss of output but rather to the 
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contrary. In addition there has been born 
a realisation of the importance of the 
intelligent use of colour within the factory 
and works, the provision of amenities 
such as canteens, sports faciliti¢s, etc. 
(examples of which may be seen at the 
British Petroleum Ltd.’s refinery at Llan- 
darcy; British Nylon Spinners, Ltd., at 
Pontypool and the Steel Company of Wales 
Limited at Port Talbot) and the provision 
of adequate amenities in the towns and 
villages which house the industrial worker 
of today. This is partly psychology and 
partly applied common sense, the wisdom 
of which has been made abundantly clear 
to those industrialists who have, in these 
recent years, borne witness to the good 
effect on workers, management and 
production.

The AA and a College of 
Architecture and Building 


To the Editor of The Builder 


S!® —Your readers may have seen 

Astragal’s” comments in The 
Architects’ Journal of May 28 about the 
proposal that the Architectural Associa- 
tion should become part of a LCC con- 
trolled College of Architecture and Build- 
ing, and I feel it would be wrong to let 
these comments pass unanswered. 

‘ Astragal’ would have it thought that 
in turning down the particular proposals 
the majority of the Council is quite out 
of touch with the membership, but I sus- 
pect that—for all his glibness—he may 
well have made another of those ‘ fan- 
tastic errors of fact or judgment’ which 
Graham Dawbarn has referred to in 
answer to earlier comments in the ‘A.J.’ 
about the proposed college. 

‘Astragal’ assumes that—because the 
students represented at the meeting on May 
25 quite reasonably asked for more informa- 
tion and for a committee to * consider the 
future of the AA, and the type of education 
necessary to produce the architects we ought 
to be’; and because one vocal section of 
the membership gave it as its opinion that 
the AA School was financially, intellectually 
and politically an anachronism—it neces- 
sarily follows that the majority of the mem- 
bership believes that the school’s only salva- 
tion is to be taken here and now under the 
control of a Local Authority; or that they 
would be satisfied in those circumstances with 
the fate of the Association itself. 

It must be inferred from what * Astragal' 
says that the membership has made up its 
mind on the issues under discussion; but this 
credits them with very little intelligence, for 
they can hardly have done so without being 
given any of the facts. That they have not 
been given them is a legitimate cause for 
complaint, but it should be remembered that 
it has been the LCC and the Ministry of 
Education who have felt unable to allow any 
information to be imparted, despite protesta- 
tions from the Council. Even the AA Presi- 
dent’s request to be allowed to give a meet- 
ing of members a verbal account of the nego- 
tiations was refused. 

My own feeling is that a great many. mem- 
bers and students believe that architectural 
education needs improvement and that so- 
called ‘ integration ’ may be one step towards 
it, but I also believe that if they had been 


in a position to make a decision they would 
have shared the misgiving expressed by the 
majority of the Council at its meeting last 
month about the means so far suggested for 
achieving it. 

It seems possible that the AA could serve 
the cause of architectural education at least 
as well (and preserve the principles it has 
always stood for) by giving more thought to 
the right form of education rather than 
abandoning itself to the first offer of * integra- 
tion * that comes, just because the body that 
offers it, the LCC, has the money to put it 
into effect at once—to put it into effect, 
however, without a course in Town Planning, 
without reference to a number of Faculties 
in which the students express particular inter- 
est, and without, apparently, much considera- 
tion of what ‘ integration’ means, or of its 
implications. These are matters which I 
would have thought worth while studying— 
even if one feels ‘ integration’ to be inevit- 
able—before the Association be committed 
to the sort of proposals that were before the 
Council, 

I believe that these sentiments are shared 
by many members and students. What they 
are angered about is not having had any 
opportunity of discussing the issues openly 
all this time—and the reason for that has 
already been given. I hope that in pursuing 
their particular line in this affair the Editors 
of the ‘ A.J.” will maintain a sense of propor- 
tion and show the degree of responsibility 
which they accuse others of failing to have.

Operatives’ Wage Claims 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Your leader in The Builder of 
May 29 may be regarded as consti- 
tuting fair comment, but it is not entirely 
unbiased and is, I think, a little less than 
fair in its final reference to ‘a second- 
hand argument.’ Would this imply a repe- 
tition of previous arguments? If so, what 
then? 

We continually strive to improve the 
economic status of building workers; that 
is our function and purpose, as it is of all 
trade unions, and arguments in favour of 
such a purpose are not made invalid by 
their repetition. We are with you in wanting 
increased productivity, but this is not within 
the control of the operatives. Here Govern- 
ment policy is a potent factor; if work is 
available the building workers will perform 
it, 

Incentives? Any strictures in this con- 
nection might be more properly addressed 
to the employers, who so far have proved 
shy in introducing incentive schemes. An 
important feature of our wage claims has 
lain in the argument that if it had not been 
for the basic increases, apart from the slid- 
ing scale ones, building workers would now 
be at the bottom of the wage scale in the 
industrial world. 

We shall really conclude that the revolu- 
tion has arrived when a building trade paper 
(or indeed the Press as a whole) feels dis- 
posed to attach some merit to any of our 
claims.

ARCUK Annual Report 


N increase in the number of names 
recorded on the register is reported 
by the Architects Registration Council of 


the United Kingdom in their annual’ 


report, now published. 

The report states that there were 18,987 
names on the register on December 31, 
1958, an increase of 152 since the corres- 
ponding date in 1957. During 1958, 789 
persons who qualified by examination 
were admitted to the register. The names 
of 84 persons who had previously resigned 
for non-payment of retention fees were 
restored. Two hundred and seventeen 
registered persons died, 410 resigned and 
the names of 94 were removed from the 
register for non-payment of retention fees. 


US Architectural Award 


One of the world’s most important 
architectural awards has been won by the 
recently opened Sidney Myer Music Bowl 
in Melbourne. The award is the R. S. 
Reynolds Memorial Competition admin- 
istered by the American Institute of 
Architects. A prize of 25,000 dollars 
goes to the winning architects, Messrs. 
Yuncken, Freeman Brothers, Griffiths 
and Simpson of Melbourne. The bowl, 
with its huge roof of aluminium-covered 
plywood, cost £A200,000 to build, and 
was a gift to the city of Melbourne by the 
Sidney Myer Charitable Trust.

Mies van der Rohe Defines Architecture 


‘Architecture is the expression of the inner structure of our epoch and the slow 


unfolding of its soul ’. 


This definition was given by Ludwig Mies van der Rohe when 


he returned thanks at the RIBA on May 26 for the Royal Gold Medal for the Promotion 
of Architecture with which he had earlier been invested by the President, Mr. Basil 


Spence, OBE, ARA, on behalf of the Queen. 


late-comers. 


The PRESIDENT: Today is a memorable 
occasion for the Royal Institute of British 
Architects. We are honouring one of the 
greatest living figures in architecture 
with the greatest honour that we can give 
to a great architect. But this is not an 
honour for us to bestow, but for us to 
receive. In the fabric of this building, 
on the left-hand side as one enters from 
Portland-place, are carved certain great 
names, and one of the greatest will be 
Mies van der Rohe. 

Professor Sir WILLIAM HoLForD, MA, 
PPTPi, FILA(F): To have the chance 
even of commending the award of the 
Royal Gold Medal on this occasion, for 
sheer uncompromising architectural 
merit, is satisfying in itself. For twenty 
years now, some bone-forming property 
has been circulating in the architectural 
bloodstream of the world. If this does not 
represent Mies van der Rohe's own idea 
of his influence, perhaps it is nearer to 
what the world feels about him. This 
was so much the case that last year, in 
the Toronto City Hall competition, which 
drew schemes from all over the world, it 
seemed at first to the jury that at least 
fifty out of the five hundred and fifty 
designs submitted were from the office of 
Mies van der Rohe! In fact, he was not 
a competitor, and that was soon evident. 


The ‘ Miesian Solution’ 


What was interesting was that the 
number of those who had tried hard to 
be like him was equalled by those who 
had tried even harder to produce some- 
thing different from what one might call 
the positive precision of the ‘ Miesian 
solution.’ In other words, he represents 
an achievement in architectural develop- 
ment which either has to be understood 
and accepted or has to be used as a point 
of departure. It cannot be ignored. That 
seems to me to give, quite simply, the 
measure of his contribution to the archi- 
tecture of our time. 

Only Mies van der Rohe can answer 
the question ‘What next?’ In fact, he 
has done it before—for example, after 
completing the Lake Shore Apartments 
in 1951. I would like to express briefly 
our sense of anticipation of what is to 
come and to hope that a subsequent 
chapter will enable him to develop even 
further a theme which he introduced 
earlier in his Career—namely, the design 
of a group of city buildings in a great 
urban setting, where :he small fountains, 
the granite paving and the few specialised 
trees of 375 Park-avenue could proliferate 
and expand to the same high dimensions 
as his architecture. 

The Hon. Lionet Bretr, MA (Vice-

of Her Majesty’s award finds himself 
standing prematurely at the bar of 
history. If anyone's place in history is 
secure and their greatness clear, it is, Sir, 
yours. If you want a monument, of a 
sort, look about you, whether it be in 
London, in Berlin or in New York. 
Cheap, and sometimes nasty, versions of 
the glass walls that you were dreaming 
of in the “twenties and ‘thirties are now 
one of our most useful minor exports. 
And this is particularly ironical since 
about the last thing anybody could asso- 
ciate with you is style-mongering or the 
invention of gimmicks. Your role in 
history, like Luther’s, like Goethe's, has 
been to recall us, particularly us romantics 
out on the perimeter, to the Platonic 
simplicities of our culture. 

I fear that we shall deviate again before 
long. Signs of a counter-reformation, 
originating in Spain and now rampant in 
Italy, have already reached this island. I 
hope we shall resist the new Baroque, 
as we did in the eighteenth century, 
because to my mind the great need of our 
time is not esoteric experiment and rest- 
less changes of style, but a concerted 
effort to control our environment as a 
whole. Architects are inclined to forget 
how pathetically meagre their little rush- 
lights are in the surrounding gloom. 

Instabilities, ambiguities, frayed nerves 
and frayed edges are the norms of our 
existence, and a sense of space, which 
presumably in the age of reason was in 
the air that people breathed, now has to 
be carved out of the megalopolitan or 
subtopian jungle: Iam sure that in our 
task of making these clearings the calm 
Miesian principles—again, I think of 
Goethe—are our best tool. That is why 
your presence among us is so valuable at 
this moment, and I hope that we shall 
make the most of it and learn something 
of your mysterious personality. 


Handling Space and Structure 


Proressor J. M. RicHarDs, CBE (A): 
The greatest truth we have learnt from 
Ludwig Mies van der Rohe is, I suppose, 
the necessity of truth itself. In his build- 
ings, as in no one else’s, we have seen the 
two interdependent essentials of architec- 
ture—space and structure—handled with 
absolute truth, and he has demonstrated 
to us that the discipline such truthfulness 
implies is not a restrictive but a liberating 
influence. 

So much discussion about architecture 
strays off into matters—and in their way 
very important matters—that are more 
the province of sociology and territorial 
planning and building economics that it 
is good for us to be reminded occasion- 
ally, as we are when we study Mies’s 
work, of what architecture essentially con- 
sists. No one has shown us more clearly 
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how to define space without imprisoning 
it; how to achieve the perfection of 
engineering while keeping the means sub- 
sidiary to the ends; and how to use every 
material, visibly as well as functionally, 
in the way demanded by its nature. 

We often talk glibly about the machine 
age, but the beautiful quality of Mies's 
work reminds us that good modern archi- 
tecture does not automatically arise from 
accepting and exploiting machines. It 
depends also on the exercise of the imagi- 
nation, but in terms of the particular 
resources the age has endowed us with 
and the particular disciplines it imposes 
on us. If we look back on his long, 
undeviating career we see that it has 
always been Mies’s role to assert and 
demonstrate truths like this. 

I think it is significant that certain 
adjectives, customarily employed in archi- 
tectural polemics as terms of opprobrium 
—I am thinking of the adjectives * aca- 
demic ’ and ‘ classical "—we apply to him 
as terms of admiration. His work is 
academic in the - exact sense that 
academies are the repositories of the con- 
tinuing truths that are independent of 
taste and fashion, and his work is classical 
in the sense that it is concerned with 
architecture’s basic disciplines—not with 
its overtones of emotion and association. 

It is an inspiration, as we look across 
the Atlantic, that Mies has already done 
there to perfection the things we are still 
slowly struggling towards here. It is an 
encouragement for us to see the image of 
his elegant, crystalline structures reflected 
in our clumsy curtain walls. And encour- 
aging, too, for all succeeding pioneers, 
because it is usually the fate of pioneers 
to watch others complete the work they 
began. Mies’s career is a rare instance of 
justice: that the man who thought of 
something first should also be the man 
who has brought it to perfection. 


Pursuit of Reason 


Mr. RicHARD LLEWELYN Davies, MA 
(F): The side T want to talk about, which 
is one that has profoundly affected me as 
an architect, is the quality of integrity, the 
pursuit of clarity and reason in design, a 
quality that is almost more moral than 
aesthetic. For me, this aspect of Mies’s 
work has been a source of continuous 
inspiration. I think it has been so also 
for most other architects of my genera- 
tion. It was something that was des- 
perately important for us in relation to 
the epoch in which we live and work. 

Mies himself has spoken of his belief 
in reason as the basis for all human work. 
He has said that he throws out everything 
from his work which is not reasonable, 
even things that are very dear to his 
heart. I think this is an impertant clue 
to the impact that his architecture has had 
on us. He throws out everything which 
is trivial, self-important or insincere. His 
buildings are a manifesto of faith in the 
human being and in human reason. As 
architects we need this faith, which it is 
very difficult to maintain in the world of 
today. 

Mr. Peter H. G. CHAMBERLIN (F): I 
only wish, as it is now becoming perhaps 
fashionable to employ foreign architects 
in this country, that Mies van der Rohe 








may be commissioned by somebody in 
this country, because that would be the 
finest example that we as architects in 
this country could have. 

I can only comment on some of the 
qualities of his work which I have par- 
ticularly admired and which have made 
most impression on me. I will start by 
making reference to a remark he made 
when I was four years old, which was that 
the object of architecture is to ‘ create 
form out of the nature of our tasks with 
the methods of our time.’ It is beauti- 
fully, succinctly expressed and to my 
mind is an exact starting point for archi- 
tecture. If, as I believe, the object of 
architecture is to control space, to encom- 
pass human activity, | do not think any- 
body has ever revealed to me as much as 
Mies van der Rohe. 

Secondly, of course, he is to my mind 
a great master builder, and, again, the art 
of architecture begins in building. I do 
not think one can possibly do navies ag 
a St. Augustine’s comment that so far 
a ar Ay buildings are concerned, their 
beauty lies in the splendour of their truth. 
Another quality to which he certainly 
opened my eyes was the true character of 
and the way to use synthetic materials as 
opposed to the traditional materials such 
as stone, timber and brick. _ 

On a slightly lighter note, he is the only 
architect I know of who succeeded in 
persuading a client of his to build a full- 
scale mock-up of a building before the 
actual building was erected. I believe that 
after that, the building was not built! 
How many of us, though, when any build- 
ing is completed, wish that it could be 
pulled down and started again. It is an 
excellent principle to follow if any clients 
in the audience can rise to that. 

The particular quality in the world or 
the time we live in at the moment that I 
so admire in him is his complete fearless- 
ness of the charge of being inhuman. His 
work completely transcends the comfort- 
able, or, I think, as Giedeon once said, 
the cosy. He never attempts to apply any 
frill of any sort at all. I suppose, again, 
that it comes back to the point that he 
accepts reason as the starting point of all 
human activity, particularly in the arts. 
Perhaps one of the most vivid remarks 
which he made in his record to which I 
have listened was his remark that ‘I do 
not want to be interesting. I want to be 
good.” 

The Medallist Replies 


Professor LupwiG MIgeS VAN DER 
Rowe, in response: I wish to thank Her 
Majesty the Queen for the great honour 
she has bestowed qn me and I would like 
to thank sincerely the Council of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects for 
proposing my name for her approval. I 
would like to thank, too, the speakers for 
their remarks and the generosity of their 
comments. I am so moved that I can 
hardly think of anything else to say. I 
am very thankful and grateful. 

1 was in this country fifty years ago, 
on my first and my last trip here, to study 
the great architects of that time. I studied 
Behrens, Albrecht and Van der Velde. I 
wanted to study Lutyens, Voysey, Baillie- 
Scott and Mackintosh, Those times were 


very different from today. There were a 
few people who tried to do something 
new and find the way. Everybody went 
in a different direction, so we had to learn 
from each of them what seemed good to 
us and what we liked, but there was noth- 
ing clear. 


What is Architecture ? 


I once asked somebody to tell me what 
architecture was and he replied, ‘ Do not 
ask silly questions.’ But I do ask them. 
That was all we could get. We had to 
start. We learned from a great man and 
his talents, but we did not get a clear 
direction. I learnt more from old build- 
ings than from this man—the old build- 
ings with their fine, simple purpose, their 
fine, simple construction, their marvellous 
draughtsmanship and wonderful propor- 
tion, their unsophistication. That is where 
I learned. These old buildings have been 
a continuous inspiration to me, even 
today. 

We had to find our way and we had to 
ask hundreds of questions. We wanted to 
know what was civilisation, what was 
culture, and whether there was a relation 
between them. We felt that there was a 
close relation, but we did not know what 
was the truth. We had to search among 
ancient and medieval philosophy to find 
the answer to that. The best answer to 
the question of ‘ What is the truth ? ’ has 
been given in adequatio reis et intellectus. 
That is, the whole world. 

I have been asked many times, where 
do we go from here? To those for whom 
architecture is the expression of an epoch, 
‘Where do we go from here ? ’ does not 
make sense to us. Architecture is the 
expression of the inner structure of our 
epoch and the slow unfolding of its soul.

‘Road Construction Should 
Be_Trebled’ 


: OAD building should be geared to the 

nation’s needs, not to the capacity of 
the administrative machine,’ said Lorp Der- 
WENT, chairman of the British Road Federa- 
tion, at the Federation’s annual general 
meeting in London on May 7. Britain, he 
declared, had the physical and material 
resources to build roads at three times the 
present rate. Experts had warned that cur- 
rent road spending should be trebled to meet 
the rapid increase of traffic on our high- 
ways. 

Lord Derwent referred to: 

Urban Congestion— So far there has 
been a deplorable tendency to back away 
from the implications of building new roads 
in urban areas. .. . But every city and town 
depends upon good communications for its 
prosperity.” 

Urban Motorways.— 1 am alarmed at the 
implications behind the controversy now 
going on between planners, architects and 
landscape architects as to how and to what 
extent they should share in the work of the 
engineer in creating these facilities. They 
could serve the community more effectively 

. if they joined together to decide how 
best to make use of all their varied skills.’

THE INSTITUTE OF BUILDERS 
Mr. Swayne’s Address 


HE seventy-fifth Annual General Meet- 
ing of the Institute of Builders was held 
at 48, Bedford Square, London, W.C1, on 
May 20. In his inaugural address, the in- 
coming president, Mr. G. O. Swayne, OBE, 
said that he had a strong desire to see the 
status and prestige of the qualified and bona- 
tute together with its aims and objects pro- 
technological knowledge and _ contractual 
responsibilities deserve. 

Mr. Swayne said that he firmly believed 
that the professional constitution of the Insti- 
tute together with its aims and objects pro- 
vide the means and opportunity, in a highly 
competitive industry, of realising the ideal 
of a recognised system of voluntary qualita- 
tive registration, which undoubtedly would 
lead to greater efficiency and productivity. 

‘The new Articles of Association will 
broaden, emancipate and revivify the mem- 
bership, he continued. ‘The overdue 
revision of the examination structure and 
syllabuses will focus attention on the vital 
necessity for technical and managerial effici- 
ency in accord with developments in methods 
of construction and the use of modern 
materials. But, it is my contention that the 
Institute’s new Memorandum and Artieles of 
Association and its new scheme of examina- 
tions will bear no fruit unless and until the 
State, the architectural profession, the build- 
ing public and the Industry itself recognise 
the desirability of proof of professional com- 
petence to practise. Development of building 
education and the structure and syllabuses 
of building examinations are entirely de- 
pendent upon the general -building con- 
tractor being accorded the status and 
authority, as one of the principals of the 
building contract, which his knowledge and 
responsibilities demand. Failure to recog- 
nise this principle not merely deprives the 
building owner, as the other principal to the 
contract, of the services to which he is en- 
titled and may believe he enjoys, but it is 
probably the greatest factor affecting the 
economy of building.’

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“ARCHITECTURE AND THE

International Conference’s Views 


: RCHITECTURE and the Church’ 

was the subject of a conference of 
the Ecumenical Institute of the World 
Council of Churches held at Bossey, near 
Geneva, from May 6 to 12. The sessions 
brought together 28 architects from 11 
countries. The meeting heard addresses 
from Mr. Edward D. Mills, of England; 
Professor Leonardo Ricci, of Italy; G. E. 
Kidder Smith, of the United States; K. L. 
Sijmons, of the Netherlands; Professor 
Stefan Hirzel, of Germany, and Mr. Otto 
Senn, of Basel. The following is a state- 
ment which was received by the con- 
ference :— 

Our twentieth century material and scien- 
tific progress and discovery, our new ways of 
thought and living do not invalidate the age- 
less message of Christianity, The conditions 
of life to-day are calling the Church into the 
common life of man, away from the enclosed 
sanctuary, to witness in daily work. This 
may create new forms of Christian com- 
munity life which will also lead to expres- 
sion in buildings which represent, like other 
buildings of our time, the thinking of modern 
man. New buildings are often needed to 
consolidate this evangelistic work and to 
draw men together in Christian fellowship. 

In earlier times the church building was 
one of the finest expressions of the age. This 
does not solve our problem. We have to 
face our task in our time to find a new 
expression of Christian life to-day through 
the buildings we make. 

The serving and not the dominating role 
of the Church should be kept in mind. This 
can be expressed, not only in the building, 
but in the way in which it is related to the 
town plan. The church building should not 
be a venture in personal expression, an archi- 
tectural tour de force, or merely a sensuously 
satisfying achievement. 

The Church must take account of the 
needs. of modern society, through the use of 
community centres, the house church and the 
chapel in industrial centres. 

The selection of architects for the church 
need not be on the basis of formal member- 
ship in the Christian community nor prior 
experience with the Church's problems. 
Good architecture is the essential; and the 
best architects are men of imagination, 
energy and artistic integrity who may be 
willing to serve the Church as ably as they 
do other chents. Properly run architectural 
competitions help the churches in making the 
right choice. Since the Church must speak 
to the world as well as to itself, men who 
know the world as well as the Church are 
to be preferred to those who know only the 
Church. 

A good church building is normally the 
finished work of a single designer, The con- 
gregation has the obligation to brief the 
architect fully. Throughout the briefing 
process the Church must leave the designer 
free to speak his mind and do his work. 
Good churches are never built by commit- 
tees. Let the architect be the architect. 

The architect should understand his client's 
need in all its aspects and endeavour to ful- 
fil that need through the medium of the 
architecture he produces. 








A dialogue must continue between Church 
and architect, and in this dialogue the 
Church should not insist on the right to 
make artistic decisions. The architect for 
his part must endeavour to serve the pur- 
pose of the Church. 

The substance of this conversation is the 
work and life of the Church as a community 
with a mission and a living message for the 
modern world. 

The place. of worship should help the con- 
gregation to act corporately in the praise and 
service of God. Design must avoid distrac- 
tion so as to focus the attention of all the 
worshippers on the worship and its expres- 
sion through acts and symbols in the build- 
ing. The fixing of the mind upon God is 
corporate and active. Scientific, theological 
and architectural studies of this problem 
should be conducted by the churches through 





Visit to BRS 

HE hundred or so members of the 
Institution of Heating and Ventilat- 
ing Engineers and the Heating and Ven- 
tilating Research Council who paid a 
special visit to the Building Research 
Station recently, can hardly have failed 
to be impressed by the broad approach 
to the problems of heating and ventilat- 
ing buildings that is being shown by the 
BRS, and the large number of investiga- 
tions that are being undertaken simul- 
taneously. On this side of the Station’s 
work alone there was a great deal to see 
in one afternoon, and indeed the tight 
schedule in force did not allow time for 

many questions to be put or answered. 
Heat transmission through walls is one 
of the fundamentals with which the heat- 
ing and ventilating engineer is most con- 
cerned—and indeed, the architect too— 
and here the party saw how the experi- 
ments into heat transmission through 
walls are conducted. Most of the main 
types of wall have been tested in this 
way, including recently the new perforated 
bricks of commercial manufacturer and 
BRS_ forms. . Heat transmission through 
roofs, which has now attained a greater 
urgency through the coming into force 
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bringing specialists together within the grow- 
ing agreement on the nature of worship in 
the ecumenical movement, 

Fine art in the Church should not be 
understood as something additional or 
merely decorative, but as an organic part of 
the architecture arising from the work and 
worship of the church. The church must not 
be a museum of fine art or of archaeological 
relics. The highest standard of industrial 
design achieved in everyday life should be 
applied to the furnishings of the church, 
including all the minor arts such as printing, 
posters and fabrics. 

Church authorities, theological students, 
building committees and congregations need 
to be educated in the meaning of contem- 
porary architecture by literature, exhibitions, 
filmstrips and other means, Similarly, the 
churches must educate their architects. 


of the Thermal Insulation (Industrial 
Buildings) Act, is now under intensive 
investigation, and various types of roof 
construction, with emphasis on factory 
roofs, are the subject of analysis.

EVERYDAY THINGS 


By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
LXXXIII.—A Sense of Time 


QOME people are born with a sense of 
time and others are unhappily born 
without it. It can sometimes be culti- 
vated but never really mastered by those 
not blessed with it by nature. The 
feminine privilege of lateness is really a 
frivolous claim and not to be confused 
with natural endowments. 

We all know people who are late for 
an appointment and arrive saying they 
are sorry and blaming the delay on buses 
or tubes or traffic, on the strength of 
which they expect to be forgiven, but 
they do the same thing again next time 
and eventually they become known for 
being always late until nobody expects 
punctuality of them any more. It is 
quite easy for people who have a sense of 
time to see all this, but not so easy for 
those who have not got it. 

There are jobs in which this virtue—if 
virtue it be—of punctuality may not be 
important, but in a building contract it 
is very important indeed. I don’t know 
if we still use the phrase * Time is the 
essence of the contract’ as we used to: I 
always use to think it had about as much 
meaning as other popular specification 
clichés such as ‘ the best of its kind, ‘a 
workmanlike manner ’ and * leave perfect 
on completion.” 

When a building contract is signed 
over a 6d. or 10s. Inland Revenue stamp, 
the builder contracts to complete by a 
certain date under penalty for default. 
But as soon as it is found that he is get- 
ting late, all manner of reasons for the 
delay are thought up. Many of these 
amount to no more than the excuses one 
used to try out on the boss: ‘If you 
please, my watch was late’; ‘ my sister 
was sick, or ‘I had to help an old man 
across the road.” 

None of these is really a reason for 
delay at all: they only show that one has 
no sense of time and really should not 
have been a builder at all. That awful 
business of ‘clocking-in’ 
designed for people like this in an attempt 
to make them into good time-keepers, but 
of course all it does is to record how late 
they are.

RESEARCH ON BUILDING 


Dr. F. M. Lea’s Conclusions 


AN ASSESSMENT of the extent and results 
of building research is made by Dr. F. M. 
Lea, Director of Building Research, DSIR, 
in an article ‘ Research on Building’ 
May issue of the National Provincial Bank 
* Review.” Dr. Lea draws the following con- 
clusions : 

“It will be evident, he says, ‘that build- 
ing research is actively pursued and that 
much of its results are to be found incor- 
porated in present-day building practice. 
Equally it must be said that there is still 
very much to be done to secure the general 
adoption of the best methods and most effi- 
cient practices by architects and by the 
multitude of building firms that make up 
the building industry. This depends not only 
on improving the ways by which informa- 
tion is made available; it has also to be used. 

‘A prolonged effort is still needed by 
builders and their federations to raise the 
technical standards of training and educa- 
tion and to assist more actively in building 
research and in securing the application of 
its results. Architectural and building educa- 
tion are now passing through a period of 
questioning and change. Its effects can only 
be slow, but it is the essential foundation to 
future developments in the industry.’

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LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL 
Future of Kingsway Subway 

FTER detailed consideration of various 
schemes and further consultation with 

the Ministry of Transport, the London 
County Council’s Town Planning Committee 
have approved in principle a scheme to 
incorporate as much as possible of Kings- 
way Subway in a deep, two-lane underpass 
for light traffic only under the Strand from 
Waterloo Bridge (Lancaster-place) to a point 
in Kingsway near to the site of the former 
Stoll Theatre. This was reported at the 
meeting of the Council on Tuesday (June 2). 

The cost of roadworks is likely to be of 
the order of £600,000. The traffic capacity 
of the Strand-Wellington-street intersection 
would be increased by up to 25 per cent, 
but this will depend on the method of traffic 
working of the proposed underpass, to be 
decided by the Minister of Transport and 
Civil Aviation. 

Accéss to the tunnel from the Embankment 
is not proposed in view of the fact that it 
would not further increase the traffic capa- 
city of the intersection, and would indeed in 
certain respects cause additional] traffic diffi- 
culties, e.g., it would involve intersection in 
the subway. 

The scheme will involve narrowing the 
footways in Lancaster-terrace and Kingsway, 
the loss of about 27 trees in Kingsway, and 
removal of the public convenience in Lan- 
caster-place. The Committee’s approval is 
on the understanding that they may wish to 
consider modifications of detail later. 

The Committee are unable at this stage 
to indicate when work on the scheme could 
begin and its priority in relation to other 
schemes for inclusion in a future programme 
of road works will have to be considered. 
The Committee are also considering the 
future of the Strand/Wellington-street inter- 
section but have not yet reached a decision; 
they will have to consider the effect of the 
subway scheme on these proposals, which 
will be reported on later. 


Structural Engineering Staff 

THe Establishment Committee propose 
that the structural engineering staff of the 
Architect's Department shall have a net 
increase of eighteen professional and tech- 
nical positions for work at present carried 
out by structural engineering consultants and 
to enable more time to be devoted to 
research into new building materials and the 
use in other ways of traditional building 
materials. 

The cost of the additional staff is —a 
at £25,700 a year (including overhegd 
charges) but savings in consultants’ fees may 
well be about £42,000 a year.

Completions in April 


THe Housing Summary presented to Par- 
liament as a White Paper (Cmd. 766, HMSO, 
price 3d.) jointly by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government and the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, shows that the number of 
permanent houses completed in Great Britain 
during April was 22.655 compared with 
21,710 in April, 1958. Of. these 22,655, 
12,409 were erected by private builders and 
10,246 by public authorities.

The band is supplied 
in rolls which are cut to diameter by the 
tool so that there is thus no need to stock 
clips of varying diameters; it has formed 
round edges which prevents it from cutting 
the hose. 

Tunny Cranes Ltd., Evenlode-place, More- 
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ton-in-Marsh, Gloucestershire, are showing 
and demonstrating a new fast, light, mobile 


crane. It is a slewing hydraulic model 
mounted on a normal commercial lorry 
chassis, The crane is simple and smooth 


to operate from an enclosed cabin adapted 
from the normal driving cab of the lorry. 
The range of the hook is from 18ft. above to 
12 ft. below ground on a 8 ft. radius.

SOUTHERN COUNTIES FEDERATION ‘ 
Half-Yearly General Meeting at Brighton 


HE Southern Counties Federation of 
Building Trades Employers held its half- 
yearly general meeting at Brighton on May 
26 and 27. On the preceding day plastering 
contractors from all parts of the Region met 
under the chairmanship of Mr. G. J. Fore- 
man, when many matters of technical and 
general interest to them were discussed, 

The business session commenced with a 
civic welcome by the Mayor of Brighton, 
Ald, E. W. Kippin. 

At the official luncheon the toast of the 
guests was proposed by Mr. W. J. Smiru, 
junior vice-president. After welcoming the 
National president, the Mayor of Brighton, 
and other guests, Mr. Smith extended to Mr. 
G. O. Swayne, the Federation’s honorary 
treasurer, the congratulations and the good 
wishes of all members on his election as 
president of the Institute of Builders. 


Role of the IoB 


Replying to the toast, THE Mayor outlined 
briefly the building programme being under- 
taken by the Corporation. Also responding, 
Mr. G, O. Swayne referred in humorous vein 
to his dual capacity as honorary treasurer 
of the Southern Counties Federation and as 
president of the Institute of Builders. After 
paying tribute to his predecessors who had 
served the Institute of Builders so well, Mr. 
Swayne stated that he had accepted office in 
the hope that he would be able to contribute 
towards the realisation of a long-term desire 
that qualified and bona fide builders should 
receive the recognition to which their tech- 
nical knowledge and contractual liabilities 
entitled them. 

The Institute had recently rewsed its mem- 
orandum and articles of association with the 
object of ‘emphasising its professional 
character and bringing it into line with other 
institutions of a similar professional nature. 





In the building industry, where the lowest 
tender obtainable was almost the universal 
criterion for the letting of building contracts, 
it was difficult for a professional institution 
such as the Institute of Builders to flourish. 
He made no secret of the fact that he was in 
favour of some form of restrictive entry into 
the building industry based on the statutory 
or voluntary registration of builders: 


Industrial Relationships 
Mr. T. V. Prosser. National president. 


.who proposed the toast of the Southern 


Counties Federation. in a review of national 
policy, said that after mechanisation and the 
tools of management techniques he gave 
pride of place to the relationship of mem- 
bers of the building team; in this connection 
the setting up of Joint Consultative Com- 
mittees of Architects, Quantity Surveyors 
and Builders had been a notable step for- 
ward in the mutual understanding of one 
another's problems. 

In the field of industrial relationships there 
had been joint consultation in the building 
industry for nearly 40 years, and members 
would have read with interest of the recent 
Operatives’ Conference on new techniques; 
their attempt to resolve the problems arising 
was a most statesmanlike step. It was of the 
utmost importance that the high standard 
of industrial relations with the operatives 
should be developed and extended in the 
fuutre, and anything which was likely to dis- 
turb that development should receive prompt 
consideration by both parties. 

Responding to the toast, Mr. R. H. Bray- 
BON, president, Southern Counties Federa- 
tion, commented on the changes that were 
taking place in building techniques and 
reminded members of the facilities available 
to them through the medium of the Build- 
ing Advisory Service. 
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BUILDING IN THE CITY 


Favourable Reception for Barbican Redevelopment Scheme 


he report of Messrs. Chamberlin, 
Powell and Bon on the redevelopment 
of the Barbican area, was praised, on May 
28, at the meeting of the Court of Common 
Council for the ‘boldness and imagination 
in its conception ... worthy of the post-war 
development of the greatest city in the 
world.” [The scheme was illustrated in our 
last issue.] 

These comments were made by Mr. Eric 
Witkins, chairman of the Barbican Com- 
mittee, in proposing that the report be 
referred to his Committee for consideration 
after having obtained the observations of 
the Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee, the City of London Schools Com- 
mittee and the Music Committee. 

The motion was subsequently approved in 
an amended form, Mr. Wilkins accepting the 
addition of the Street, Police and Libraries 
Committee to those from whom observations 
would be sought. 

Introducing the motion Mr. Wilkins said 
that the Barbican project was unique in the 
field of town planning, bringing back into the 
heart of a great city a genuine residential 
néighbourhood. 

“If this report is referred to my com- 
mittee it will receive the closest examination 
in consultation with all other interested 
parties,’ he said. ‘It is a plan of develop- 
ment of profound civic and social signifi- 
cance. 

* Having said that, there doubtless remain 
in the minds of members two major ques- 
tions—will there be a demand for the pro- 
posed accommodation, and if there is such 
a demand, will the scheme be financially 
feasible? 

‘As to potential demand I will only say 
that the report has already revived a lively 
interest which has been continuous for some 


two or three years. And as to financial im- - 


plications of the project I would say at once 
that, until the supplementary report on the 
preliminary financial estimates submitted by 
the architects, and the final financial report 
which will shortly be forthcoming, have re- 
ceived most careful scrutiny of my committee 
and the Rates Finance Committee, I must of 
necessity defer judgment on it. 

“There afe many complex and varied 
factors which will call for detailed examina- 
tion. We must be satisfied that the estimates 
put forward by the architects are sound— 
and not for a moment do I suggest that they 
have no head for figures—and must be satis- 
fied that the rental income can in fact be 
secured. We must consider, too, the 
mechanics of development and the part to 
be played by private enterprise and the Cor- 
poration. 

‘Finally, we must consider whether total 
capital expenditure of some £20m. is within 
the ambit of the Corporation.’ 

Sir Sipney Fox, supporting an amendment 
by Mr. F. Utting to add the other commit- 
tees to the motion, asked members not to 
enter into detailed discussion before the 
report had been considered by the com- 
mittees. He said that the plan was Cham- 
berlin, Powell and Bon’s plan, and that to 
describe it as the City of London’s plan was 


utterly wrong and might prove embarrassing 
to the Corporation in the future. 

Major SANDLE suggested that the report 
indicated that the provision of residential 
accommodation would lead to an annual 
deficit in the form of the rate contribution 
to the planning grant. He described it as 
* gigantic speculation’ and said the Corpora- 
tion had no statutory powers to commit the 
ratepayers to a ‘losing competition.’ 

He moved an amendment to the effect that 
the Court would not consider itself .com- 
mitted to the development if it involved a 
charge wpon the rates. However, there was 
no seconder and the amendment failed. 

Mr. C. R. WHITTINGTON sought another 
amendment, that the report be referred to 
the Committee for ‘consideration, report, 
and action.’ If the words ‘and action’ were 
added, members would know that they were 
getting on with it and were ‘not having it 
messed up for another five years.” 

Mr. CHESTER BARRATT, in support, said 
he hoped that before long the Barbican Com- 
mittee would present the Court with a report 
commending the plan and proposing con- 
crete steps to be taken towards its imple- 
mentation. 

He pointed out that only one voice had 
been raised in criticism, and he felt that 
Major Sandle was mistaken. ‘The position 
is that the Corporation is not committed to 
this or any other plan,’ he said. 

He felt it was right that they should refrain 
from criticism or otherwise until the Barbi- 
can Committee had reported back, but 
added: ‘The development of this vast, 
deserted area, is the supreme test of the 
City’s capacity to live up to its position as 
senior civic authority of the country.’ 

After the Cuairman of the Barbican Com- 
mittee had assured members of action the 
amendment was defeated. 

Mr. WILKINS’S motion was carried. 


New Redevelopment Unit 


The establishment of a new redevelopment 
unit—No. 37—at Cheapside where a seven- 
storey building consisting of shops and 
offices will be erected, received approval at 
a meeting. The scheme is estimated to cost 
£700,000 and to take five years to complete. 

The plan is for the redevelopment of just 
over half an acre of land bounded by Cheap- 
side, Foster-lane and St, Martin’s-le-Grand. 
The widening of Cheapside on the north side 
from St. Martin’s-le-Grand to King-street 
would be completed and Foster-lane would 
also be widened. The junction of Cheapside 
with St. Martin’s-le-Grand, which will form 
part of the new St. Paul’s-place, would be 
improved, as would the setting of the tower 
of the Church of St. Vedast, Foster-lane. 

Some sites in the unit have already been 
compulsorily purchased by the Corporation 
at a cost of £57,638, which is included in the 
total estimated cost of the plan. 

The rest, apart from two properties already 
owned by the Corporation, would have to 
be acquired and all the buildings demo- 
lished. This would be done in stages to allow 
for re-accommodation of occupiers as far as 
was practicable.

Mrs. M. A. M. White, MBE, ARIBA 


THE DEATH has occurred of Mrs. Maud 
Amy Margaret White, MBE, ARIBA, a 
former Mayor of Oxford. After distinguished 
service in the WRNS in the first world war, 
Mrs. White entered the Liverpool School of 
Architecture and worked under Sir Herbert 
Baker, the designer of Rhodes House, 
Oxford. She became an Associate of the 
RIBA in 1925 and was the first woman archi- 
tect to be employed by the LCC.

HUTCHINS PriceD SCHEDULES. 15th Edition. 
Compiled by Thos. V. Hutchins, FFS. 
(London: G. H. Lake and Co. Ltd.). Price 
70s.. 


N the 15th Edition of Hutchins Priced 

Schedules the author comments on the 
development of the do-it-yourself movement, 
which, he says, has had its main effect on 
the small repair builder. The wisdom of this 
movement is doubted. Ambition has not 
always been matched by performance and 
many péople, sadly disillusioned, will go in 
future to the professional builder. For the 
building industry as a whole, the outlook 
for 1959 is good. The steady growth of 
industry in general; the need for slum clear- 
ance; the increase in population and the 
tendency for fewer people to live under the 
same roof should ensure ample work. 

As in previous editions, each schedule is 
prefaced with notes giving a brief description 
of the trade, the method of measurement and 
the basic costs of the labour and material 
involved. Taking 1952 as a base, building 
costs are estimated to have risen by 38 per 
cent in 1959 {as compared to 34 per cent 
in 1958). In spite of this, some unit prices 
have not been altered since the previous edi- 
tion. This is due to the increased use of 
mechanical tools and plant, greater skill in 
application or cheaper materials. 

The regular increases in annual sales pay 
tribute to the usefulness of these priced 
schedules in providing sound estimating.

N a recent report to the Housing Com- 
mittee, Cheltenham’s Borough Surveyor, 
Mr. G. GouLD MarsLaNnp, MBE, MInstCE, 
stated that a shortage of bricks was impeding 
progress on all contracts on the new Hesters- 
way estate.

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA (Queensland).—A British 
firm commissioned by the Queensland 
Government to help draw up a plan for the 
electrical development of the State has com- 
pleted its initial survey. Its team of experts 
has returned to Britain to work out details 
of the plan it will submit to the Queensland 
Government. The scheme envisages the 
expenditure of about Af£190 million during 
the next ten years. A spokesman for the 
firm said it was hoped the plan would be sub- 
mitted before September. Future production 
of electricity from nuclear sources, coal, 
hydro and diesel plants were all being con- 
sidered. 


CANADA,.—Manitoba Government engin- 
eers started this month to survey the route 
of the 29-mile Greater Winnipeg floodway. 
Construction costs for this project are esti- 
mated at $60m. The St. Lawrence Seaway 
Authority are calling for tenders for a major 
portion of the sub-structure of a new high- 
level highway bridge across the St. Lawrence 
river between Cornwall and Cornwall Island, 
Ontario. The work calls for 8 concrete piers 
and an abutment on the island side and 15 
concrete piers on the mainland side. The 
work will be extended over a distance of 
some 2,300 feet and is to be finished by 
June 30, 1960. A $25m. refinery is to be con- 
structed for International Nickel Company, 
at Thompson, Manitoba. The Alberta 
Govern nent are considering the expenditure 
of $16m., spread over the next two years, 
for the construction of 50 homes for the 
aged. A $3.5m. block of flats is planned 
for Lachine, a suburb of Montreal, by the 
Antigua Building Corporation. Bethlehem 
Copper Corp. Ltd., have announced plans 
for a $40m. copper smelter near Ashcroft, 
B.C. The project calls for construction of 
a townsite adjacent to the plant. It is antici- 
pated that construction of the new Toronto 
stock exchange will commence this autumn. 
The Fenston Group, of London, are 
interested in this project. Metropolitan 
Toronto plans to construct a $4,300,000, 630- 
bed hospital for aged persons. 

DOMINICA.—The Government has an- 
nounced as part of the five year plan the 
construction of a dam on the River Nizao 
in the south of the Republic for purposes of 
irrigation, water supply for Ciudad Trujillo 
and San Cristobal and electrification ‘by 
means of hydro-electric power. Offers for 
this project have been invited from foreign 
firms. . An additional 5,000 houses 
are to be built in the Ciudad Trujillo area. 
The project forms part of the large plan 
announced in 1957 to develop the surrounds 
of the city. Six public buildings, including 
a Polytechnic Institute, a school and a 
children’s clinic are to be constructed in 
Santiago. . . . It has also been an- 
nounced that plans have been approved for 
the completion of the new International Air- 
port of Ciudad Trujillo at present in the 
course of construction at Punta Caucedo, 
east of the capital. A provisional terminal 
will be built at a cost of $240,000 and an 
emergency electricity generating plant at a 
cost of $124,000.

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Structural Engineers’ Exhibition 


HE Scottish Branch of the Institution 
of Structural Engineers showed a large 
and interesting exhibition in the Assembly 
Rooms, George-street, Edinburgh, from 
May 26 to 28 (and in Glasgow the previous 
week) to mark the Jubilee of the Institution.

DESIGNING FOR SAFETY IN 
THE HOME 


Department of Health 
Recommendations 


UIDANCE on designing for safety in 

the home is given to all Scottish local 
authorities in a new booklet published on 
February 5 by the Department of Health 
for Scotland. The booklet, obtainable from 
HMSO, price Is. 3d., has been prepared for 
members of housing committees as well as 
council architects and technical officers. It 
should also be of interest to prospective 
house buyers and occupiers, private archi- 
tects and builders. 

In a foreword the Secretary of State, the 
Right Hon. John S. Maclay, MP, says that 
there are, on average, three deaths from 
home accidents every day in Scotland. He 
calls on all members of housing committees 
and their officers to do their utmost to help 
in the campaign for safety in the home. 

The main “* built-in” hazards and ways cf 
preventing them are listed in the booklet. 
Although intended to improve the design of 
new houses, some of the recommendations 
apply also to existing houses. 

Among the main points to which atten- 
tion is drawn are: In the living-room fires 
are particularly likely to start. All open 
coal fires, gas and electric fires, should be 
fitted with guards. There must be a means 
of escape if a fire should start. This needs 
special arrangements when high flats are 
being built, and in these cases * the Depart- 
ment’s architects should be consulted at the 
earliest stage.’ 

In smaller bedrooms care is needed to 
arrange furniture so that it is sufficiently 
far from the source of heat. Possible arrange- 
ments should be examined to make sure that 
normal bedroom furniture can be so placed 
that nothing is less than three feet from 
any fixed appliance or fireplace. 


Aids for Young and Old 


As far as the kitchen is concerned, 
wherever possible, the cooker should take its 
place as part of a continuous range of fit- 
tings, leaving no unused floor space on eithec 
side. This will give children fewer oppor- 
tunities for climbing to investigate the con- 
tents of hot utensils. 

The booklet recommends that there should 
be adequate storage space for daily use at 
normal height of reach. Plug points should 
as far as practicable be placed to discourage 
the use of portable appliances near the sink. 
An adequate number of plug points should 
also be provided. The airing rack or clothes 
pulley should never be directly over the 
cooker. Portable electric heaters are a fire 
risk in a small room when used for airing 
clothes. 

It is recommended that old people’s houses 
should be fitted with a suitably designed 
shower bath or some other special type 
rather than the normal standard type of 
bath. This has slippery surfaces and high 
sides which make it difficult for an elderly 
or crippled person to get in or out—par- 
ticularly out. 

Winding steps should be avoided if pos- 
sible; if they cannot be avoided, they should 
form only the lowest steps of a flight. Single 
steps should never be used. Steps should 
not be excessively high or narrow; there 
should be a firm handrail or balustrate on at 


least one side of the stair throughout its 
length, and, in houses for old people, pre- 
ferably on both sides of any stair. 

Where there are outside stairs, the steps 
should be broad and shallow, and have a 
non-slip finish. Nothing except heating will 
ensure that outside stairs do not become 
dangerous in frost or snow. Electric heating 
by embedded cable has been proved in use 
and is not unduly costly to instal or operate. 

Balustrades should not be entirely solid 
as small children are tempted to climb un 
any convenient object to look over. 
Upstands should be provided at the edge of 
balconies. 

Windows on upper floors should be 
capable of being cleaned without anyone 
having to lean or sit outside to do so. 
Hinges of side-hung casements should allow 
for 34 in. clearance for easy cleaning. 


DEMOLITION SAFETY 
PRECAUTIONS 


From a Legal Correspondent 


A SCOTTISH case which recently came 
before the House of Lords has been 
reported as Mortimer v Samuel B. Alli- 
son, Ltd. In this case a workman 
employed on demolition work was 
injured when he fell through a hole in the 
first floor of a building which was in 
course of demotition. He was awarded 
£1,500 damages by a jury, but on appeal 
and before the House of Lords his claim 
failed. 

It was originally suggested that there 
had been a breach of paragraph 4 of 
Regulation 79 but this was not pursued 
and the injured man rested his case on a 
breach of paragraph 7 of Regulation 79 
of the Building (Safety, Health and Wel- 
fare) Regulations, 1948. There was no 
claim at common law based on negligence 
having regard to system of work or pro- 
vision of a safe place of working for the 
respondents’ workmen. Paragraph 7 pro- 
vides that before and during demolition 
‘precaution shall where necessary be 
taken by adequate shoring or otherwise 
to prevent, as far as practicable the acci- 
dental collapse of any part of the build- 
ing or of any adjoining building the 
coliapse of which may endanger any per- 
son employed.’ 

The House of Lords agreed with the 
First Court of Session in Scotland that 
in this case there was no breach. On the 
first floor there was a hole in the floor 
through which debris could be dropped 
into a lorry beneath the hole and be 
removed. Pieces of rubble intended for 
the hole missed and congregated at the 
edge of the hole and it was necessary for 
workmen to come to move this debris. 
The appellant was so engaged and a floor- 
board broke beneath his feet and he fell 
through the hole. 

It appeared from argument of counsel 
for the appellant that the perimeter of 
the hole had been weakened by the bom- 
bardment of debris but the court took the 
view that it did not constitute a collapse 
which should be met by shoring. ‘Col- 
lapse’ in their view meant ‘an action of 
falling together or a sudden shrinking 
together or a giving way through external 
pressure or loss of rigidity or support.’ 
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It was held hardly likely that a reason- 
able man would have anticipated a col- 
lapse or thought shoring necessary. There 
was no evidence of weakness or collapse 
of the joists or beams supporting the floor 
and the breaking-off of a part of a single 
floorboard; a breach of 12 inches by 6 
inches, could not properly be held to con- 
stitute a collapse. 


HOUSING CONSTRUCTION 
TRENDS IN EUROPE 


Bulletin of Housing Statistics 


S° far as the number of dwellings com- 
pleted is concerned, housing construc- 
tion in Europe showed a downward trend 
during the first three-quarters of 1958. The 
figures for dwellings authorised and begun, 
however, indicate that in the near future 
there will be a marked recovery of housing 
construction, at any rate in some European 
countries, This is apparent from the latest 
issue of the Quarterly Bulletin of Housing 
and Building Statistics published recently 
by the Secretariat of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Europe (ECE). 

On the whole, the trends differ from 
country to country—a striking change from 
the situation which existed two years ago, 
when housing construction was going 
through a phase of very general expansion. 
The recovery seems to be most marked in 
Denmark, Western Germany, the Nether- 
lands, Switzerland and Sweden, countries 
which had achieved a relatively high level 
of housing construction in 1957. There also 
appears to be a rising trend in Italy, Portu- 
gal, Spain and Turkey. 

So far as the eastern European countries 
are concerned, the only figures which the 
authors of the bulletin had at their disposal 
relate to Czechoslovakia, and they, too, 
reflect growing activity in housing construc- 
tion, The countries in which the declining 
trend seems more persistent include in par- 
ticular France, Norway, Finland and the 
UK. 


Building Costs Declining ? 


The scale of activity in housing construc- 
tion and other sectors of the building in- 
dustry is reflected, furthermore, in the data 
for the apparent consumption of cement 


and in the unemployment figures. Unem- 
ployment has developed particularly in cer- 
tain countries of north-western Europe, 
viz. Belgium, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Sweden and the UK. To a lesser extent, 
France and Italy have also been affected. 

The rising trend in building costs which 
was apparent almost throughout the post- 
war period has become much less general, 
and in some countries the costs actually 
declined during the first quarter of 1958. 
While the increase continues in France and 
Switzerland, building costs are definitely 
declining in other countries, such as the 
Netherlands, Portugal, Sweden and _ Italy. 
Nevertheless, prices seem to be stabilising 
in a large number of countries, including 
Austria, Denmark, Finland, Ireland, Western 
Germany and the UK. This stabilisation, 
and even the decline in costs, seem to be 
attributable chiefly to the fall in the price 
of certain building materials in many coun- 
tries, with the exception of Turkey, where 
an appreciable rise in prices is noted.
